THE OLD SOUTH. 

He then drew the following picture of the 
old south, for which our fathers fought: 

Three decades ago the sun, in his course, looked 
not upon a fairer land than that which stretched 
in undulating splendor from Richmond to the Rio 
Grande, nor shed he softer light nor gentler 
warmth through balmier air than here. The very 
baze that purpled every mountain, field and 
atream gave token of that rich content that waits 
on labor recompensed with nature’s best returns. 
The country and its conditions were ideal. Its 
people prospered beyond the dream of hopeful . 
etatesmanship. They were in love with their en- 
vironments, at peace with all mankind, thought- 

‘ful, progressive, happy. Nowhere else in all the 
worid had the human race 80 nearly attained unto 
the alchemy of universal love and universal hap- 
piness. At every point the individual seemed 
fitted to the state. The state, in turn, sat lightly 
on the shoulders of the strong, and from its point 
of vantage meted out to all that perfect justice, 
the dream of poets and the attribute divine. 

He spoke at some length of the genius of the 
southern people for governmént, and of the 
happiness and contentment of all who dwelt 
within her borders. He contrasted this pic- 
fare with, 8 SA RPIS. Tse Re dd, “Ais 
old south than the pitiable spectacle of liberty 
wandering homeless, unfed and in rags, 
shivering and miserable beneath the semblance 
of the kingly crown he wore.’ The speaker 
distinctly disclaimed any intention to defend 
the lost institutions of the south. 

THE RESULTS OF THE WAR. 

The living had no regrets, and were willing 
to abide the conclusions of the warin the let- 
ter and in the spirit. 

“We will love the 
when we can, but now and always 
we will be true to it, because we 
have sosworn. We alluded to the past in jus- 
tice to the dead. Along yon hillside, within 
reach of my voice and yours, and never, thank 
God, busy as we sometimes are, quite out of 
reach of our hearts,lie resting peacefully a few 
hundred confederate soldiers. They are but a 
handful of the -thousands whose upturned 
faces toward the green sod, from Pennsylvania 
to Mexico, sadden today the true English 
hearts who loved the cause for which they 
died.”’ 

That it was in defense of these institutions 
that these dead heros had fought. That their 
children and yours are here today, and must be 
taught that the inspiration that nerved the 
confederate when he rode down the pages of 
history and underscored all deeds of daring 
was pure andholy. That theirconduct needed 
no extenuation, and did not ask for the 
cloak, ‘‘they thought they were right.”’ 

| THE OLD SOUTH. 

In conclusion, he said, that sobered by that 
eecond thought that lights upon experience 
and subdued by the added responsibility that 
has come with measureless material success; 
proud of the past, purposeful for the future, 
with fidelity to those, with allegiance to these, 
we yet say: “Thank God forthe old south 
and its history! Thank God for its imper- 
ishable record of knighthood and womanhood ; 
for its pure statesmen and honest politicians: 
for its stainiess annals of public and 
private station; for its priceless trusts and 
unsullied examples: for its oath-bound 
and unbroken records of chivalry, defend the 
right, protect the weak and guard the honor 
of women. Thank God for the lest con- 
federacy, for the steadfast faith of its founders, 
for the resolute courage and death!ess bravery 
of its defenders, for its righteous life, its sin- 
cere soul and its unsullied fall. Thank God 
for the untarnished sword, and broken heart 
of Lee; for the matchless genius of Jackson, 
for, the tens of thousands of private 
soldiers, whose unrecorded, but universal 
valor has made the - name confederate 
the world’s new synonym for courage, Thank 
God, last of all, and most of all, for that grand 
old gentleman, whose noble life went out with 
the signs of southern courtesy on his lips, who 
lived when fortune had fled, and hope was 
dead ; to illustrate, through more than a quar- 
ter of i century, the sublime lesson that 
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human flignity and endurance must be equal 
always tothe burden of disastrous change or 
studied imposition.’’

IN ATTENDANCE ON LIBERTY COURT. 

Judge Falligant, Solicitor-general Frazer 
and several lawyers are in attendance at Lib- 
erty court. One of the most important cases 
of the term is the indictment for perjury 
against Rev. Floyd Snelson, the republican 
nominee for congress in the 
last national election. It will be 
remembered that there was a_ contest 
between Mr. Norman, the democratic candi- 
date, and McIver, the republican candidate. 
McIver was seated, and was the only colored 
member of the lower house. It is charged that 
Snelson swore falsely as to the deeds, which 
were introduced at the contest, to prove that 
two of the judges of the election were free- 
holders. The deeds, it is said, were not made 
until after the election. Senator duBignon 
will defend McIver. The senator takes the 
position that even if Snelson had sworn falsely 
at the election contest, he did not commit per- 
jury for the reason that, under the law, per- 
jury is the false swearing at ‘‘a judicial pro- 
ceeding.’’ The senator contends that an elec- 
tion contest is not a judicial proceeding.

A Review of the Market in Savannah. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., May 20.—[Special.]—-Tur- 
pentine and rosin are coming in freely. Nearly 
1,500 barrels of spirits were received yesterday 
against 961 on the corresponding day last year. 
This season’s receipts are ahead of last years 
by 2,000 casks, this season’s being 32,000 barrels 
against 30,000 last year. Nearly 93,000 barrels 
of rosin had been received up to last night, 
74,000 barrels for the corresponding period of 
1889. Spirits are thirty-five cents today, 
against thirty-six cents on May 20, 1889. 
Rosins are much better in price than they 
were 42a year ago. Low grades 
are twenty cents higher and _ fine 
grades are from thirty to forty 
cents higher. For both spirits and rosin there 
is a good demand. Stocks in first hands are 
small, and the summer gives promise of good 
business at good prices. When the season 
opened the dealers feared that the summer’s 
trade would be dull, but they do not think so 
now. This year’scrop will be the heaviest

On the 26th day of January, 1889, a petition 
was filed in the superior court by the Peoples’ 
Bavings bank against the Mercantile Banking 
sompany, @ corporation of said county. | 

Tt was in the nature of a creditor’s bill, and 

yed the appointment of a receiver to take 
charge of the asscts of the corporation. The 
ourt appointed a temporary receiver and di- 
rected the corporation to turn over its assets to 
the receiver. Petitioner was president of the 
eorporation and service was made on him as 


h. 

On the 28th day of January, 1889, the re- 
reiver made an application in said case,§ pray- 
ing that this petitioner should be punished for 
eontempt for not turning over all the assets of 
the corporation. On that hearing petitioner 
was ordered to jail until he shouid turn over 
the assets. Neither the pleadings nor the 
ordeof the court showed what assets he had, 
or was required to turn over. Subsequently 
he petitioned this court for his discharge froin 
prison on that and other grounds, which was 
referred. The case was taken to the supreme 
court, and that court, by judgment, directed 
this court to amend the order and specify 
the assets. This court, on the 12th day 
of the present month, did amend its order, and 
named assets as follows: . 

Citizens’ National bank, $16,233.83; Fourth 
National bank, Louisville, $2,907.57; Prarie 
State National bank, of Chicago, $1,807.08; 
Peoples’ Savings bank,of Mobile, composed of 
cash, $276.74, and an Alabama state bank for 
$500, total being $21,727.19. 

After petitioner was placed in prison on the 
Wth day of January, 1889, for not turning over 
the assets of the Mercantile Banking company, 
the plaintiff in the case above mentioned, 
amended its petition, and charged that prior 
to the organization of the Mercantile: Banking 
company, this petitioner and one, Richards, 
were running what was known as the 
Mercantile Banking company, that it 
was the predecessor of, and was merged into 
the Mercantile Banking company, and that its 
assets, “if it had any,’’ became the property of 
the latter company, and were subject to the 
plaintiff’s demand. There was no allegation 
that it had any assets, or that plaintiff hadany 
demand or claim againstit. 

On the 30th day of January, the case was 
heard on the original and amended petition, 
and a permanent receiver was ap- 
pointed. He was directed to take 
charge of the assets of both companies. 
There has been no proceeding for contempt 
growing out of this order. 

The Mercantile Banking company and the 
Atlanta Mercantile Banking company were 
separate and distinct corporations. The At- 
lanta Mereantile company did business in At- 
Janta, and kept accounts in this city, New 
York and elsewhere, which were distinct from 
he accounts of the other company. The Mer- 
cantile Pauking company borrowed money 
from the other, and was often indebted to it in 
large amounts. This, petitioner was advised 
and believed, that the mere coincidence of his 
being president of both companies, did not 
affect the fact that they were separate and 
distinct bodies and he so regarded them. 

The Mercantile Banking company had 
printed and widely circuiated a par list, a 
copy of which is here to the court 
ehewn. The propesition made in it 
was tocollect for banks and others, and to 
remit‘twice in each month, in Chicago or New 
York exchange at par, or to remit at once on 
payinent, less one-tenth of one per cent, pro- 
vided the amount was not less than one hundred 
doilars. Mutual accounts were well kept by 
said company and others sending it collections. 
And the banks sending it papers for collection 
were to be credited with them at their face value 
and the balances were to be ascertained and 
yaid semi-monthly. By this arrangement the 
bank orcompany making collections had the 
use of the money formaking .the collection. 
It was an exchange of collections with stated 

riods of settlementand payment. Each col- 
ecting bank had the use of the collection, and 
the amount of each collection paid into the 
general account, only the balance being con- 
sidered. The balance would shiftin each ae- 
count from bank to bank, according to the 
state of each day, or at stated 
periods for balances. Collections thus made 
passed into the general fund of the collecting 
yank. There was no undertaking to remit 
each collection, or to hold the money collected 
or to keep it separate for the bank sending it. 
The amount of each collection simply became 
an ifem of debt or credit in a mutual running 
account, and a settiement was only to 
be considered in making up a batance. 
This mode of _ collecting was popu- 
lar, as it was to the = interest of 
all concerned, and petitioner soon built up 
a good business. Large sums were collected 
and accounted for. The business was entirely 
legitimate and proper, and petitioner did not 
doubt that it would prove to be highly remu- 
nerative. Encouraged by its success, and 
counting, perhaps, too coufidently on the fa- 
ture, and as he was entitled tothe use of the 
money, and never doubting that he would be 
able to meet and pay the balances against the 
company,°*he paid out the sums of money 
in “exhibit A’’ to this petition. It will be 
seen the amount is $24,213. £ 

As his business increased he incurred ‘the 
enmity of banks that had been in the habit of 
making these collections, and as a result of 
that enmity there was published im the ‘‘ A mer- 
ican Banker,’’ January 19th, 1589, an article 
severely atiacking the credit of said com- 

ny. It was reproduced in an At- 
anta paper, and most omg affeeted 
the credit of said company. Said company 
kept an account in New York with Latham, 
Alexander & Co., a correct copy of which is 
here tothe court shown. The company paid 
the Citizens’ National bank and the Fourth 
National bank. of Louisville, more than four- 
teen thousand dollars within twelve days of 
the appointment of a receiver. Seven thon- 
sand dollars of this went to the Citizens’ Na- 
tional bank, and it was paid without any 
request on their part when nothing was due 
them until Febrrary Ist, 1889. 

‘Exhibit B,’’ hereto attached, is; a correct 
statement of money paid out by the Mercan- 
tile Banking company. It shows that the 
company from the 21st to the 31st of Decem- 
ber, 1883, paid to creditors, in the usual course 
of business, $27,246.16, besides large additional 
amounts in currency and local checks, and 
that it paid to ereditors during the 
month of January, 1589, $358,- 
865; of this sum $19,538.27 was paid 
out through Alexander, Latham & Co. within 
seven days before the fappointment of a re- 
ceiver, and about $7,900 of it was paid by 
them within two days of the appointment. 

“Exhibit C,” hereto attached, shows the en- 
tire assets connected with the business. 

As to the §$2,$ 
amended order as havin 
Yioner’s hands at the 
January 28th 1889, the last item chargedjn the 
account is January 17th. The total of Me ac- 
count is $12,010.89, all of which, except $297.33, 
was received prior to the 10th. The credits 
amount te $9,103.42; they run from tho 2nd to 
the 22nd. 

This money passed into the general 
fund of the company, and was all paid 
out to creditors at least fourteen 
days before the receiver was appointed. 

As to the People’s Savings bank of Mobile, 
the account with this bank began December 
17,1888. It colleeted for the Mercantile Bank- 
ing compary,from the 17th tothe 24th of 
December, $1,023.15. -The credits are entered 
on the 17th, 19th, 20th, 2Ist, 22d and 24th, 
and noremittance was made until the 28th. 
On the first day of January the balance 
was $538.75 against the company. It was car- 
ried into the January account. This bond was 
carried on the 5th, and is, the second time, in 
the January account, and the items runnin 
from the 7th to the 25th, aggregating $1,040.01, 

afterwards. ‘The bond was. doliv- 
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The balance on this account was’ 
paid out in the business before the receiver 
was appointed. 

_As to the Prairie State National bank of 
Chicago, the money was paid out to creditors 
in the manner above stated. 

_As to the Citizens’ National bank, of Louis- 
ville, the $16,255.80 found to be in the peti- 
tioner’s hands, $470.10 more than the bank 
is now claiming to be due. The account 
was opened January 7th, 1887, on the 
agreement to exchange collections. In 
a letter to the bank dated January 4th, 1889, 
petitioner for the company wrote the bankas 
follows: 

“‘We can credit you at par, and when the 
balance is in your favor we can cover same bv 
New York exchange, if necessary; but if 
western business increases as it does now, the 
balance will generally be in our favor.’ 
Three days after that it sent its first 
collection. A regular debit and credit 
account was kept. as waz contemplated by the 
agreoment, and neither party even intended, 
or expected, that anything should be consid- 
ered in making payments but balances. It 
was never intended or agreed that the money 
collected on each claim should be remitted 
when collected. The balance, when ascer- 
tained, was to be a debt due from the party 
against whom the balance existed. This account 
ran along with items on each side nearly every 
day until the 25th of January, when the bank 
telegraphed the company to remit the balance. 

On the 25th of January the Mercantile 
Banking company paid to the Atlanta Mer- 
cantile company on a justly due debt $6,541.65. 
It arose from the two Stewart & Bowden 
checks, $4,018.50, and the balance was cash 
and other’ items. For the  aggre- 
gate amount five certificates cf deposit 
were obtained from James’s bank, for the At- 
lanta Mercantile company. These certificates 
afterwards came into petitioner’s hands; one 
of them was pledged to sums for $900 cash, 
and an old debt of $200. Three of the certifi- 
cates were pledged for about $2,025. The re- 
maining certificate went into James’s hands. 
On it he _ claims to have made 
certain payments. He held an_ old 
note on McGee, endorsed by the Atlanta Mer- 
cantile company, for $160. That note he sent 
to petitioner. He charged petitioner $18, 
amount paid for guarding petitioner while out 
of jail as a witness for James, in his case, and 
he also charged another item of $250 cash. All 
of these itenis were unauthorized by petition- 
er, and nothing has been paid 
on that certificate by petitioner’s § au- 
thority, or at his request, and _ he 
knew nothing of them until some weeks after- 
wards. The three certificates above mentioned 
are outside of this state and they are heid for 
about $2,025. Aside from the certificates of 
deposit petitioner at the time the receiver was 
appointed did not have in his hands, or within 
his custody or control anything belonging to 
the defendant company, or in connection with 
his business. The m@ey raised on these 
certificates has been used in 
paying his and his family’s personal expenses. 
It has all been expended in that way. Fie has 
nothing in his hands nor within his control 
with which to purchase the necessaries of life 
for his wife and children. He borrowed small 
sums from an aged grandmother, and his 
friends have aided him by advancing 
small sums at different times. His own 
health is bad. He has a severe 
throat disease which has required medical 
treatment ever since he has been contined. 
His family has been sick, sometimes re- 
quiring two physicians at the same time. The 
only hope of saving his family from suffering 
for the necessaries of life lies in his discharge 
from prison. Itis utterly out of his power to 
raise money for any purpose, except by his 
own personal exertions in working for it. 

Whereupon petitioner prays the court to dis- 
charge him from prison.

GOVERNOR GORDON WILE NOT IN- 
TERPERE WITH THE SENTENCE. 


a 


| The Order Will Be Issued This Morning and 


the Sheriff Instructed to Carry Out the 
Sentence of the Court. 


Governor Gordon will not interfere with the 
sentence of the court in the case of John L. 
Conley. 

His last consultation with the attorney- 
general was held yesterday, and a decision 
arrived at then. , 

The law will take its course without let or 
hindrance of executive clemency. 

The governor’s order will be issued this 
morning, and. the sheriff will be instructed to 
carry ont the sentence of the court. 

The gist of the order will be— 

That “after a full hearing of the case, care- 
fu) examination of. the facts, and consultation 
with the attorney-genera!, no sufficient reason 
has been found. for, imterfering with the deci- 
sion of the courts.”’ 

THE CASE, 

The history of the case is familiar to Con- 
STITUTION readers. 

It originated in the suit brought by Colonel 
Marcelins E. Thornton to recover the property 
of the defunct Post-Appeal. 

In common parlance, it is ‘‘theold Post- 
Appeal case,’”’ and in one formor another has 
cumbered the court dockets for years. 
Altogether, it is one of the most famous cases 
in the history of the county. 

The proseeution has been very skillfully 
handled by Solicitor Frank O’Bryan, and in 
the case he has been ably assisted by Messrs. 
Arnold & Arnold. 

It has brought on suits and counter-suits, 
almost beyond number, and outside ill-feeling, 
and taken up more time and caused more 
trouble than any other case of which the books 
at the court-house show any record, 

When Colonel Thornton brought suit against 
Mr. Conley, the iatter induced Mr. M. E. 
Maher, amongst others, to go on his bond, 
giving as security a mortgage upon the Post- 
Appeal property. 

When the Thornton suit was finally decided 
in Thornton’s favor, it transpired that Conley 
had, even before giving the mortgage to Mr, 
Maher, disposed of the property. 

Thorntou’s judgment then held good against 
Conley’s securities. 

Mr. Maher and Colonel A. E. Buck were 
the only solyent securities. 

They paid $3,000 each. . 

The court held that bond did not cover Mr. 
Buck. 

Mr. Maher at once set about trying to re- 
cover his $3,000. He believed that Mr. Con- 
ley was amply able to pay the money. 

First he brought a civil suit. 
and levied on Conley’s printing ontfit, near 
East Point, but Conley’s brother came forward 
and claimed the property. That wasthe end 
of the civil suit. 

A criminal suit was the result. 

The city court decided against Conley and 
sentenced him to pay a fine of $6,000 or serve 
twelve months. 

The case was carried to the supreme court, 
and upon a technicality was sent back to the 
city court. 

Another appeal to the supreme court was 
taken. 

This time the higher court upheld the de- 
cision of the lower, and the sefhitence of the city 
court was ordered carried into effect. 

Conley’s fine is the largest ever imposed in 
the histery of the state. , 

He was ordered to appear in court Monday, 


April 28th, and pay the fine or go to the chain- 
‘gang. 


A long petition was gotten up in Mr. Con- 
ley’s behalf, poiutizg out that the finé was an 
ulusually heavy one, and asking thatit be re- 
duced. 

Governor Gordon issued an order suspending 
the sentence until the case could be mvesti- 
gated thoroughly. 

That was on the 3d of May. 

The decision was reached yesterday. 

There is no further appeal. 

It seems that after these many trials Mr. 
Conley will at last have to pay his fine or 
serve twelve months on the chain-gang. 

Conley’s Suit Diemissed. 

The suit of John L. Coniey vs. M. E. Maher, 
$25,000 for defamation of character, was dis- 
missed by Judge Richard H. Clarke in the supe- 
rior court yesterday. 

Conley’s allegations were that Maher had 
called him a raseal. His principal witness was 
Mr. Hinton Wright, but the latter was absent 
on urgent business in Texas, and the case was 
dismissed,

BACK FROM THE EAST. 


Hon. Albert Howell, Judge Haight and Dr. 
Hopkins Are Home Again. 

Hon. Albert Howell, Dr. I. 8. Hopkins and 
Judge Will Haight have returned from their 
tour ofeastern prisons and reform schools. 

They are ail enthusiastic over what they 
have seen. 

“The south,” said Mr. Howell, last night, 
‘is away behind en prison reforms. We reach- 
ed Baltimore just in time to hear the prison 
convention discuss the juvenile feature in the 
convict system, and we Jreard and, of course, 
learned much that we had never known before. 

“Then we visited Philadeiphia, New York 
and other points, where we had 
every opportunity to see and study 
the juvenile reformatory system. I gave each 
lace a careful study. The system where iron 
vars are used, and the system where a large 
degree of liberty is given the prisoners, were 
examined. I came home a thorough enthu- 
siast on the subject. I believe today tyat the 
free svstein—if I can call it that—is the best. 
At Washington the juvenile prisoners live in 
cottages upon a large farm, and, judging by 
the statements of the oflicials, the very best 
results are obtained. 

‘Judge Haight has been in nearly every 
prison in the union as an expert upon the 
system, and I think really he knows more 
about prisons and prison reform than any one 
I have ever met.” 

Speaking about the practical results of the 
work among juveniles, Colonel Howell says the 
figures show that from fifty to ninety per cent 
of those who were sent tothe reform school are 
absolutely and actually reformed. 

‘‘At the next general council we will submit 
a report.”

bring the grand army to Atlana in 1891 witha 
subscription of $5,000. He says $100,000 will 
be enough for the purpose. 

His idea is that the visit of 200,000 men from 
all parts of the north and west will do the south 
more good than anything that has happened in 
yearr.

‘‘We had aniong the party such men as ex- 
Treasurer Huyatt, whose word is a power in 
the east. He iA worth a million, and his repu- 
tation is very hitsh. 

‘You remember party we brought down 
in March? Well,Nt is an actual fact 
that there were well-to-do men in that crowd 
who thought they would not be safe in the 


talked politics. They told me so. The trip 
was a revelation to them.’’ 

Here another idea struck Mr. Spencer, and 
he said with great earnestness: - 

“The very best thing that could happen for 
the state of Georgia would be for you to bring 
one thousand New Englanders down here 
and then send a_ thousand Georgians 
to New England. It would cost fifty dollars 
a head fo bring them down in Pullman cars with 
everything in royal style and carry them to 
every town in Georgia, but the $50,000 would 
be repaid over and over again inside of six 
months.’’ 

“Why not bring the grand army here? 
There’s a body of 200,000 men.”’ 

‘T had not thought of that,’’ said Mr. 
Spencer. “It’s agrand scheme. They had 
200,000 men at Milwaukee. When you get 
them here you go at once to the heart of the 
prejudice against the south. After a southern 
welcome, they would go home enthusiastic. 
As for investment, they will average better 
than any large crowd you could get together. 
They are now from forty-five to sixty years of 
age—a time of life when a man has something 
if he is ever going tohave anything. I adver- 
tised Tallapoosa $250 worth in the National 
Tribune, the G. A. R. paper, and I could trace 
$15,000 of investments directly tothat me- 
dium.’’ . : 

‘‘Iiow can they be brought here ?”’ 

‘You have to work up the sentiment in the 
grand army. It is settled by vote. It’s time 
time to begin now.’’ 

“T see the Coloradoencampment has voted 
in favor of coming to Atlanta.’’ 

‘*Yes,’’ said Mr. Spencer, ‘‘they would all 
like to come down and go over the battle-tields 
on the Western and Atlantic railroad. At 
Allatoona the houses shattered by shot and 
shell siill remain, and the old breastworks 
on the hill are almost untouched. The old 
soldiers would all like to come down here. 
They would be met with southern hospitality 
and would go back with their eyes opened, 
talking about their warm reception and the 
beauty and richness of the south’s resources. 
I tell you it is a wonderful opportunity.” 

“Could Atlanta entertain 500,000 @ 

‘Yes, she could doit. They can lodge in 
tents, in the cars they come on and in many 
other ways. Then there would be excursions 
all over the state. I would pay the expenses 
of any who wanted to come to Tallapoosa, and 
I would run special trains for them. I have no 
doubt the other towns would dothesame. The 
railroads would be glad to give them excur- 
sions through their territory. I think every- 
thing that need be done by Atlanta can be 
doue for $100,000 easily. All the larger towns 
of Georgia ought to help raise thissum. They 
would all be benefited. I will subscribe 
$5,000 for Tallapoosa right now. It would 
only take twenty towns at that rate to raise 
the money.”’

Piedmont Park to Be Transformed Into an 
Olympian Field—Games and Sports of 
Every Kind—Who Will Enter. 


Now for some rare fun! 

The Atlanta athletes will meet the state’s 
brawn and muscle on the Olympian field. 

A great field day is being arranged. to take 
place at Piedmont park. The Atlanta Young 
Men’s Christian association is getting up the 
affair, and the boys are sparing no efforts to 
make it the greatest occasion of its kind ever 
known in Georgia. 

Mr. A. H, Whitman, physical director of the 
Young Men’s Christian association, is acting 
with the committee on athletics and gymnas- 
tics to work up the day to an unbounded suc- 
cess, and with such men as 
Messrs. W. Woods White, J. F. 
Beck and Arnold Broyles, who form 
that committee, to assist him, Mr. Whitman 
need fear no failure in his undertaking. 

The whole state seems to be ripe for just 
such an occasion as. Mr. Whitman and his 
committee propose. 

Tie plan is to hold a great field-day at Pied- 
mount park, open toall colleges and athletic 
associations in Georgia; to offer prizes for the 
best amateurs in running, fencing, boxing, 
jumping, baseball and tennis playing, bicycle 
racing, and everything commonly witnessed 
at the average athletic field-day. 

In the contest none but amateurs will be al- 
lowed to enter, which excludes all those who 
have ever entered similar contests for money. 
The regulations of the day will further exclude 
all amateurs except those from the colleges and 
Young Men Christian associations in this 
state, which brings the contests down to only 
the best trained muscle in Georgia, and makes 
the occasion more promising of genuine ath- 
letic sport. 

The pians of Mr. Whitman are not new. 

He has for several weeks been contemplat- 
ing the move, and has gone so far already as 
to communicate his ideas to the leading 
athletic spirits of several of the colleges and 
associations in Georgia, and his scheme has 
been replied to universally,with the enthusias- 
tic response ‘‘we'll be there.”’ 

Prompted by such encouragement as came 
from the university boys at Athens and else- 
where, Mr. Whitman has already set to work 
preparing for the day. 

GREAT PREPARATIONS MADE. 

“ft have ordered from Peck & Snyder a 
great supply of materials for the occasion,”’ 
said Mr. Whitman to a CONSTITUTION re- 
porter yesterday. My order included boxing 
gloves, fencing foils, quoits, heavy weights, 
haminers, shots, baseball and tennis outfits, 
and everything necessary for the successiul 
day that we contemplate. 

*T have also arranged to have the exposition 
grounds thoroughly fitted up with 
gymnasium outfits, bath-rooms, lunch counters, 
electric lights, so that the games can be con- 
tinued at night, and in fact, putin excellent 
shape for the field-day. It is well to have 
thorough preparations made from the outset, 
for we hopo to repeat our field-days from year 
to year and have a great annual athletic tour- 
nament to encourage physical training at the 
colleges and Y. M. C. A.’s in Georgia.”’ 

MUCH ENTHUSIASM MANIFESTED. 

Not only is the enthusiasin over the proposed 
field-day feltin Atlanta among the Young 
Men’s Christian association athletes, but it has 
been taken up by the college athietic associa- 
tions, and is spreading every day. 

Over at Athens the university club is al- 

ready in line. 
Mr. William W, Gordon, president of the 
University Athletic association, has been doing 
some great work for the move with his 
association, and has been to Atlanta to confer 
with Mr. Whitman about the effair. He says 
there are some excellent specimens of physi- 
cal manhood in the university, and that At- 
lanta will have to keep her eyes wide open, or 
the college boys will claim a majority of the 
prizes offered. 

In college, there are some fellows whose re- 
cent records in 100-yard and 200-yard dashes 
have greatly reduced the best hitherto known 
in southern colleges.

Death of Mr. Theodore Stoney, Who Had 
Fuilt at His Own Cost a Torpedo Boat. 
rem the Charleston News and Courier. — 


Mr. Theodore Stoney, a well-known and 
much-loved citizen, died, in his sixty-fourth, 
year, at the residence of his brother, in this: 
city yesterday afternoon. 

Mr. Stoney was the son of John Steney, one 
of the merchants of the olden time, who by 
their wusullied integrity, high standard of 
business cithies, enterprise and public spirit 
gave Charleston so honorable a position in the 
mercantile world. 

Mr. Stoncy was educated at the celebrated. 
school of Mr. Christophor Cotes, in this ci

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He was obliged'to return home by 
health, but by devotion to the cause was only 


noreased by his 
battlefield. * One day, sick at heart, from 
ramparts of Battery Wagner, he saw the can- 


from the Ironsides, the then test war 
vessel in the world, like marbles from a stone 
wall. He returned tothe city, and after a 
conference with Dr. St, Julien Ravenel and 
Lieutenant W. T. Glassell, of the confederate 
navy, authorized Dr. Ravenel to construct a 
torpedo boat at his expense. Dr. Ravenel had 
gly en the subject much study, and under his 

irection the David, the first o boat of 
its kind in ‘the world, was built at Stoney 
Landing, on Cooper river. This boat cost Mr. 
Stoney $20,000. 

The audacious attack of Lieutenant Glas- 

se!l, Pilot Cannon and two others, comprising 
the crew of the David, om the I[ronsides, the 
ivretrievable damage suffered by the monster 
War vessel, and ‘the consternation in the fed- 
eral fleet are matters of history. Admiral 
Dahlgreen himself confessed that he was only 
waiting for the arrival of the double-turretted 
Keokuk to run the batteries and take Charles- 
ton, when the attack on the Ironsides opened 
his eyes to the danger and destructiveness of 
torpedo warfare. The patriotic liberality of 
Mr. Stoney will thus be seen to have been an 
important factor in prolonging that third and 
most wonderful siege of Charleston. 

Before his health was measurably restored, 
Mr. Stoney again entered active service under 
Colonel Kel. Demper, with whom he surren- 
dered at Greensboro, N.C. Afterthe war he 
again resumed the cotton business, but of late 
vears and up tothe time of his death planted 
on John’s island. 

Mr. Stoney was one of the most lovable of 
men. With “a tear for pity and a hand open 
as day for melting charity,’’ he won the affec- 
tions alike of his social compeers and of the 
lowliest of the negroes on his plantation. A 
bright and ready wit, a humor that bubbled 
up through all his conversation, the observa- 
tiens of extended European travel, combined 
with a nature gentile as it was disengenuous, 
made him the most charming of companions. 
Tle was the impersonation of “high thoughts 
seated in a heart of courtesy.”’ 

He was among tbe first gentlemen of the 
city to aid in the establishment of the Confed- 
erate home, and as long as his means would 
allow contributed most liberally to 1ts support, 
remaining one of its executive committtee to 
the day of his death. 

The four months’ distressing illness he bore 
with Christian fortitude, with that nice con- 
sideration for the feelings of the loving watch- 
ers by his bedside, whieh was characteristic of 
the man. Mr. Stoney leaves two daughters.
